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Summary 


World  cocoa  "bean  production  for  1971-72  is  forecast  at  1,532,000  metric  tons, 
up  2.3  percent  over  the  record  1970-71  harvest  of  1,497,600  tons.  World 
stocks  in  1972  should  increase  for  the  third  consecutive  year,  if  the  current 
production  forecast  is  realized.    Preliminary  data  indicate  that  world 
grindings  in  1971  will  be  larger  than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  a  further 
rise  is  anticipated  in  1972  in  response  to  larger  world  supplies  and  lower 
prices . 

New  York  spot  "Accra"  cocoa  bean  prices  have  averaged  27  »3  cents  per  pound 
during  the  first  10  months  of  1971 >  compared  with  3^*2  cents  during  1970, 
and  were  well  under  the  1969  average  level  of  ^5»7  cents  per  pound. 
Although  prices  have  receded  from  their  high  levels  of  the  previous  2  years, 
they  still  compare  closely  with  the  I96O-69  average  of  27.2  cents  per  pound. 

World  exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1970  amounted  to  1.11  million  tons,  up  11 
percent  over  the  low  1969  shipments  of  99k ,000  tons.    Exports  in  1971  should 
be  higher  because  of  the  larger  crops.    Preliminary  data  for  1970  show  export 
earnings  from  cocoa  by  producing  countries  at  a  record  level  of  $990  million, 
compared  with  1969  receipts  of  about  $918  million.    Export  earnings  in  1971 
probably  will  not  be  as  high  as  those  in  1970,  but  they  probably  will  remain 
well  above  the  $5*4-0  million  average  level  of  the  early  196o's. 


Major  Producers 


Africa:    Favorable  weather  conditions  have  characterized  the  early  develop- 
ment of  the  1971-72  African  main  crops,  with  the  exception  of  Nigeria,  where 
conditions  have  been  less  favorable  than  those  of  last  year.    African  pro- 
duction for  1971-72  is  forecast  at  1,113,600  tons,  compared  with  1, 098,600 
tons  during  the  previous  season. 

Production  in  Ghana  is  forecast  at  Mj-5,000  tons,  up  from  the  1970-71  outturn 
of  approximately  396,000  tons.    The  1971-72  main  crop  is  expected  to  be  near 
4l6,000  tons  (i+10,000  long  tons),  compared  with  the  provisional  estimate  of 
366,000  tons  (360,000  long  tons)  in  1970-71*    Crop  conditions  this  season  are 
reported  to  be  especially  good  in  the  Brong-Ahafo  and  Ashanti  areas.  Prices 
to  farmers  will  remain  unchanged  from  the  1970-71  season  at  N^  8.00  per  60- 
pound  head  load  (13*1  U.S.  cents  per  pound). 

The  Ghanaian  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  1971-72  budget  has  allowed  for  a  con- 
siderable increase  to  its  Cocoa  Division,  with  I.v   15*7  million  (U.S.  $15*3 
million)  being  allocated  for  1971-72,  compared  with       10. 9  million  (U.S. 
$10.6  million)  in  1970-71*    A  new  item  in  the  Cocoa  Division's  budget  this 
year  is  a  "mass  cocoa  spraying  program."    Approximately  N^  2.1  million  has 
been  allocated  for  the  purchase  of  Gammalin  "20"  insecticide  for  a  general 
spray  program  to  be  undertaken  throughout  the  country,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  subsidized  spray  program  already  in  effect. 

According  to  preliminary  data,  Ghana's  cocoa  bean  exports  in  1970  totaled 
367j3^5  tons,  and  were  well  above  the  1969  shipments  of  308,637  tons.  How- 
ever, exports  of  cocoa  products  were  slightly  lower.    Ghana's  export  earnings 
from  cocoa  in  1970  were  a  record  $325  million,  compared  with  $2^2  million  the 
previous  year. 

Nigerian  production  is  forecast  to  be  well  under  the  record  1970-71  outturn 
of  323*000  tons.    Weather  conditions  have  not  been  as  favorable  as  those  of 
last  year  and  the  crop  is  estimated  to  range  between  260,000  and  285,000  tons. 
Producer  prices  have  been  set  at  the  same  level  as  last  season  at  Ni,  155  per 
long  ton  (19*^  U.S.  cents  per  pound). 

The  Western  State  Government  recently  has  inaugurated  a  $11.6  million  cocoa 
project  under  which  credit  facilities  will  be  given  to  farmers  for  planting 
approximately  16,500  acres  of  new  cocoa  areas  and  for  replanting  27*000 
acres  of  old  farms  with  new  high-yielding  varieties.    This  project  is  expected 
to  add  about  15,000  tons  of  cocoa  to  Nigeria's  annual  harvest  when  the  new 
trees  come  into  full  bearing. 

Favorable  growing  conditions  and  new  trees  increasing  in  productivity  are 
expected  to  result  in  a  record  crop  for  the  Ivory  Coast  this  season. 
Production  is  forecast  at  200,000  tons,  up  12  percent  over  the  preceding 
year.    Prices  to  farmers  will  be  the  same  as  last  season — 85  CFA  francs  per 
kilo  (13*9  U.S.  cents  per  pound).

Estimates  are  based  on 
information  received  as  of  October  18,  1971. 
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The  current  area  under  cocoa  in  the  Ivory  Coast  is  estimated  at  about  1.2 
million  acres,  but  nearly  200,000  acres  of  this  total  are  not  yet  in  pro- 
duction.   With  new  trees  still  to  come  into  bearing  and  with  programs  to 
improve  cultural  practices,  the  Ivory  Coast  should  easily  be  able  to  achieve 
its  production  target  of  230,000  tons  by  1975. 

Ivory  Coast  exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1970  were  a  record  143,231  tons,  up  20 
percent  over  1969  shipments  of  118,909  tons.    Exports  of  cocoa  butter  totaled 
7,535  tons,  and  cocoa  cake/mass,  9,911  tons.    The  EC  was  the  largest  market 
for  the  shipments.    Export  earnings  from  cocoa  in  1970  totaled  $115  million, 
off  somewhat  from  the  record  earnings  of  $120  million  in  1969. 

Cameroon  production  also  is  forecast  at  record  levels  in  1971-72.  Producer 
prices  have  increased  slightly  to  90  CFA  francs  per  kilo  (l4.7  U.S.  cents  per 
pound),  compared  with  85  CFA  francs  per  kilo  (l3»9  cents  per  pound)  paid  last 
season  for  grade  1  cocoa.    However,  the  grower  price  for  grade  2  cocoa  was 
lowered  by  10  CFA  francs  per  kilo  to  75  CFA  francs  per  kilo  (12.2  cents  per 
pound)  in  order  to  encourage  farmers  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  beans. 

South  America:    Brazilian  production  for  1971-72  is  forecast  at  200,000  tons. 
Prospects  remain  good  for  a  Bahia  main  crop  of  between  1.3  million  and  1.4 
million  bags  (78,000-84,000  tons),  compared  with  the  poor  1970-71  main  crop 
of  only  9^5,000  bags  (56,700  tons).    The  1971  Bahia  Temporao  crop  outturned 
at  1.94  million  bags  (ll6,66l  tons),  bringing  total  Brazilian  production 
during  the  1970-71  crop  year  to  182,400  tons. 


Major  Consumers 

World  imports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1970  increased  nearly  6  percent  over  the 
year  before  to  1.1  million  tons.    Western  Europe  accounted  for  nearly  one- 
half  of  the  total.    Imports  into  the  European  Community  (EC)  totaled  341,491 
tons,  nearly  unchanged  from  1969  imports  of  339, 188  tons.    Imports  by  the 

■SR  and  Eastern  Europe  in  1970  are  estimated  to  have  approximated  the  1969 
^.evel  of  174,826  tons. 

U.S .  imports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1970  increased  by  28  percent  over  1969  to 
283,694  tons.    Imports  during  January-September  1971  amounted  to  244,640  tons 
valued  at  $143.6  million,  compared  with  216,119  tons  valued  at  $155*7  million 
in  the  same  period  as  1970.    The  higher  imports  were  attributed  to  larger 
world  cocoa  supplies  and  lower  prices  as  well  as  to  inventory-building  in 
anticipation  of  the  fall  East  Coast  dock  strike. 

U.S.  cocoa  bean  grindings  during  the  first  9  months  of  1971  totaled  441.5 
million  pounds  (200,261  metric  tons),  up  1.5  percent  over  the  corresponding 
period  a  year  ago.    Total  U.S.  grindings  in  1970  were  585.4  million  pounds 
(265,536  tons),  compared  with  593.1  million  pounds  (269,028  tons)  in  1969. 
Total  U.S.  grind  in  1971  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  in  excess  of  600  million 
pounds  (272,000  tons). 
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West  German  grind  during  January-September  1971  was  placed  at  95,000  tons, 
up  k,k  percent  over  the  similar  1970  period.    West  German  grind  during  1970 
totaled  126,000  tons  and  the  estimated  annual  grind  for  1971  is  approximately 
130,000  tons. 

The  Netherlands  grindings  for  the  first  9  months  of  1971  totaled  86,870  tons, 
an  increase  of  2.2  percent  over  the  9-months  span  of  the  previous  year.  How- 
ever, grindings  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  same  period  fell  by  2.2  percent 
to  59,33^  tons.  Total  grindings  for  the  Netherlands  in  1970  were  llU,800  tons 
and  for  1971  are  forecast  to  be  near  117,000.  The  United  Kingdom's  grindings 
in  1970  reached  82,U00  tons  and  are  expected  to  drop  slightly  this  year. 

International  Developments 

The  Cocoa  Consultative  Committee:     'The  Cocoa  Consultative  Committee  of  the 
United  Nations  Cocoa  Conference  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  Nations 
Conference  on  Trade  and  Development  (UNCTAD)  met  in  Geneva  in  late  September 
to  consider  a  revised  draft  of  an  International  Cocoa  Agreement  and  to  decide 
if  there  was  sufficient  basis  of  agreement  to  call  a  full  scale  negotiating 
conference  in  early  1972.    The  meeting  ended  with  inconclusive  results,  but 
with  a  proposal  to  have  a  December  Geneva  meeting  of  major  consuming  nations 
for  additional  exploratory  talks. 

The  Committee  on  Statistics  of  the  Study  Group  on  Cocoa:    The  29th  Session 
of  the  Committee  on  Statistics  of  the  Study  Group  on  Cocoa  met  in  Rome  in 
early  November.    The  Committee  forecast  1971-72  world  cocoa  bean  production 
at  1.50  million  metric  tons  and  revised  estimates  of  1970-71  production  to 
l.k6  million  tons.    World  cocoa  bean  grindings  in  1972  were  forecast  at  l.kj 
million  tons,  an  increase  of  k  percent  over  estimated  1971  grindings  of  1.^1 
million. 

UNCTAD  Cocoa  Consultations:    Another  meeting  of  the  Cocoa  Consultative 
Committee  will  be  held  in  Geneva  January  10-21,  1972,  to  resume  discussions 
on  an  international  cocoa  arrangement  and  to  consider  the  draft  agreement. 
Should  the  meeting  conclude  that  there  is  sufficient  basis  for  convening  a 
Negotiating  Conference,  the  Secretary- General  of  UNCTAD  has  made  arrangements 
for  setting  aside  the  period  of  February  28-March  31,  1972,  for  such  a 
Conference.
